Centralvllle. lie wns 
found suffering from the disease' Sunday 
and tho symplnmn wnro KO nlnrmlng and 
tlui Indications pointed to such a serious 
ca«o that It was thouRht necosnry to 
remove Hie patient to tho Lowell hospital, 
whero he le now receiving all the earn 
that the he.it medical science can give. 


The second caso reported comes from a 


widely different portion of the city and 
IE that of Robert Foster, n man of 20 
years ot age resldlnK at 49 Blossom street. 
Mr. Foster was taken down with the 
dread disease Saturday and his Illness 
developed so rapidly that It was decided 
this morning to quarantine tho house. 


These two new cases present all tho 


dread phases of the case known to the 
medical profession and their progress will 
he watched with a good deal of Interest 
by the physicians and the board of health.

Is In the large vacant lot In the rear 
of the Textile school that extends to 
the bank of tho Merrlinack river. l>nst 
Sunday they congregated there by the 
hundred!! and Officer Frank Fox 
nr- 


rested two of them for engaging In a 
game of ijuolts. In violation 
of 
the 


Sunday law which forbids all kinds of 
sport on the Sabbath. Judge 
lladlcy 
reaj and explained tho Sunday law to 
the foreigners and Imposed light Hues, 
expressing the hope that others would 
take warning and henceforth respect 
the law In regard to. the Sabbath.

ing In sports on tho Sabbath and for 
trespassing. 


Moat of the Greeks In Lowell 
are 


from agricultural districts and 
after 


working nil day In the mill and sleep- 
Ing at night In crowded quarters they 
long for the freedom of the country 
and 'on Sunday, their only free day. 
flock Into the suburbs and there enjoy 
themselves, though for the past couple 
of Sabbaths their pleasure has been 
rudely Interrupted by the police. 


A favorite rcndezx-ous of the Greeks 


Is In the large vacant lot In the rear 
of the Textile school that extends to 
the bank of tho Mcrrlmack river. Last 
Sunday they congregated there by the 
hundreds nnd Ofllcor Frank Fox 
ar- 


rested two of them for engaging In a 
game of quoits. In violation 
of 
the 


Sunday law which forbids all kinds of 
sport on the Sabbath. Judge 
Hadley 


read and explained the Sunday law to 
the foreigners and Imposed light fines, 
expressing the hope that others would 
take warning and henceforth respect 
the law In regard to the Sabbath. 


But yesterday they were at the same 


old plncc again and Olllccr Fox like-

games appear to be out of harmony 
with the high purpose of the law. as a 
result of which sports are forbidden. 
It Is no ancient enactment as this law 
was passed only last year and as It 
specifies Just what, shall be allowed 
there is no doubt that It forbids these 
outdoor, sports. Whatever our personal 
opinions on the subject may be the law- 
Is on the statute book and must be en- 
forced."

RAID ON CHINESE 


300 Were Arrested by 


McAeloo's Men 


CKAV YORK. April 24.—"Chinatown1 


was last night the .scene of the mos' 
remarkable and «p«ctaculur raids 
th< 


police of the metropolis have ever un- 
dertaken. Scores of policemen gather- 
ed from tho reserves of u dozen pre- 
clntw, bounced upon the unsuspecting 
Chinamen whllo they were Intent upoi 
their Sunday night indulgenee In the 
mystic games of chance brought from 
their native land. 


Fourteen coaches filled with police- 


men and headed by personal represen- 
tatives of Police Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo, swept unanndunced into China 
town from the Howery. and when their 
night's work was done, nine places In 
Mott street, two In Pell street and one 
In Doyers street had been raided and 
upward of ,?Q0 Chinamen had been hur- 
ried nway In patrol wagons. In busses 
and on foot to all the down town sta 
lion houses. 
The work 
of obtaining 


their right names, together 
with ad- 


dress nnd a fragment of pedigree, ex 
tended until late Into the night. 


When 
the raiding party entered 


Chinatown, the (juarter was filled with 
an unusually large 
crowd of 
sight- 


seers. The restaurants had an excei-- 
tlonully large quota of diners, while 
three or four big sight-seeing nutomo 
biles wero In the streets with their 
nightly imrtles of curious 
visitors. 


There was much excitement among the 
visitors when they heard the raids were 
In progress, but they were quickly ns 
sured when It was stated the 
opera- 


tions of the police were to be confined 
to the Chinese gamblers.

much precision nnd elaborateness 
of 


detail and the usual sources of under- 
ground Information which In the past 
iiave warned the Chinamen of ap- 
proaching., danger, 
failed 
them last

of the oddest gambling" paraphernalia 
:ho police have ever seized, followed. 
The raiding parly was assembled in 
Central Park west and the

were driven down town by circuitous 
routes.
